It so happens that
1 am nov enMmzed almost exclusively in writing up the material which
has acommulated in the last two years and as I finish sach paper, I
will semd a copy out to you. My roview articles I have togn pos
mntil I have finished writing up scme of the original material. I
have boon so axtremely btusy with the transformat ion protlem during the
year that I d1d no writing until the last monthe ‘

The transformat ion has beon one of themmost exasperating prohklems
ttat I have over worked on ani aven yot is not in a ocompletely satisfactory
state, o have teen able to transform tagged strains into galactose
formenters. To have repeated it now atout twenty-five tima. Tie
atrain is taced and we are absclubely certain that we are dea ling with
a transformat lon, since we are In this way sure that the sirain we
end up with 18 the strain with wlich we gtaried the experiment. Ti®
unsasiasfactory part of the experiment is that the method of making the
active prmciple is as yet not completely aontrolleds. Ve lave &
mebhod now which gives ue active preparations atout 708 of the t s and
we are still looking for the cause of the fallurese. We have vecently
gotten several Important leads, wa think, and if they work out, I think
part of the protlem will te solved. I shall protatly write up a
preliminary note soon to send in to Hature, and will semd & oopy to ym
immedliate 1y. :
